Report  of  Selectmen. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

We  herewith  present  to  you  our  report  comprising 
our  duties  during  the  past  year.  We  have  endeavored  to 
briefly  state  the  important  events  that  have  come  before  us 
for  action. 

Our  recommendations,  we  trust,  will  be  kindly  received 
and  favorably  acted  upon. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  vote  of  the  Town  instructing  the  Selectmen  to  draw 
no  orders  upon  the  Treasurer  in  excess  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  the  several  departments,  (bills  contracted  by  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  alone  being  excepted)  has  been  com- 
plied with.  While  we  believe  this  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Town  has  been  beneficial  by  restricting  expenditures  in  cer- 
tain directions,  particularly  the  Highway  department,  it  also 
gives  prominence  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriations  in 
general  are  not  commensurate  with  the  actual  needs  of  the 
departments. 
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The  following  list  will  inform  you  of  the  amounts  remain- 
ing unpaid  in  the  several  departments  which  have  already 
been  presented.

CONTRACT  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY. 

At  a  special  Town  meeting  held  September,  1887,  the 
Selectmen  were  instructed,  by  vote  of  the  Town,  to  renew  the 
contract  made  with  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  for  a 
term  of  ten  (10)  years,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  made  in  said  Company's  contract  with  our  Town,  dated 
October,  1886,  for  one  year. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  original  contract  together 
with  the  additional  clause  for  renewal :

CONTRACT  WITH  MARBLEHEAD  WATER  CO. 

"  This  agreement  made  this  27th  day  of  September,  a.d.,  18S6, 
by  and  between  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion, located  in  the  County  of  Essex,  Massachusetts,  and  the  Mar- 
blehead Water  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 

"  Wztnessetk,  That,  whereas  the  said  Town,  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  and  held  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  a.d.,  18S6, 

"  Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  instructed  to 
make  a  contract  with  the  Marblehead  Water  Company,  within 
thirty  days,  for  a  supply  of  water  for  all  purposes,  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  in  accordance  with  the  proposition  submitted  by  said 
Company,  with  the  privilege  of  renewing  the  said  contract  at 
the  option  of  said  Town,  at  the  expiration  of  said  contract  for 
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one  or  more  years,  and,  provided,  that  the  rates  charged  by  said 
Marblehead  Water  Company  shall  not  exceed  those  of  its  sched- 
ule of 18S5,  and 

"  Whereas,  Said  proposal  was  as  follows,  viz.  : 

September  23,  1886. 
To  J.  H.  Farwell,  Esq.,  Chairman  Selectmen  of  Town  of 
Swampscott : 

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  request  for  what  terms  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company  would  supply  water  to  the  Town  of 
Swampscott,  I  am  authorized  to  say,  in  behalf  of  the  Company, 
that  they  will  furnish  water  for  fire  purposes  and  sprinkling  streets, 
on  Town  line  of  pipe  already  laid,  free  of  charge,  providing-, 
that  the  Company  shall  have  the  use  of  said  pipes  for  domestic 
service  and  the  right  to  connect  with  them  to  make  further  exten- 
sion. They  will  further  agree  to  lay  service  pipe  to  the  line  of 
the  sidewalk  without  charge  for  material,  and  to  keep  in  repair 
the  Town  pipe.

uJVow,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  said  vote  and  proposal,  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company  agrees  to  furnish  to  said  Town  for 
one  year,  from  the  1st  day  of  October,  1886,  on  the  Town's  line 
of  pipe  already  laid,  water  free  of  charge  for  fire  purposes  and 
sprinkling  streets. 

"And  said  Company  further  agrees  to  furnish  during  the  term 
of  this  contract,  the  said  Town  and  its  inhabitants  water  for  all 
other  purposes,  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  charged  in  its  sched- 
ule for  the  year  1885,  a  copy  whereof  is  hereto  annexed  marked, 
'A,'  and  made  a  part  of  this  contract. 

"  Said  Company  further  agrees  to  lay  service  pipe  to  the  line  of 
sidewalk  without  charge  for  material,  and  agrees  to  keep  in  repair 
the  Town's  pipes. 

"  The  said  Town  agrees  that  the  said  Company  shall  have  the 
right  to  use,  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  the  pipes 
already  laid  by  said  Town,  and  the  right  to  connect  with  them  to 
make  further  extensions. 
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"  The  said  Company  agrees  to  hold  the  Town  harmless  from 
all  damages  which  may  be  suffered  by  reason  of  any  defect  in  the 
highways  caused  by  the  construction,  repair,  or  operation  of  the 
said  Company's  works,  or  the  pipes  laid  in  the  streets  of  said 
Town,  and  any  extension  thereof. 

"  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  impose 
any  obligation  upon  said  Town  to  pay  for  the  water  which  may  be 
furnished  by  said  Company  to  or  used  by  its  inhabitants,  for  their 
private  supplies,  or  for  any  expense  for  labor  done,  or  material 
furnished  by  it  under  this  contract,  in  laying  service  pipe  for  the 
accommodation  of  such  inhabitants,  but  such  Company  shall  col- 
lect its  compensation  therefor,  from  such  individual  takers,  at  its 
own  expense. 

"  This  contract  may  be  renewed  for  one  year  or  more  at  the 
option  of  said  Town.

We  believe  that  this  contract  is  particularly  advantageous 
to  the  Town  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  and  settles  for  a 
term  of  years  the  much  discussed  question  of  a  water  supply, 
which  for  many  years  has  been  a  prominent  feature  of  our 


annual  Town  meetings. 


EXTENSION  OE  WATER  MAINS, 

The  Selectmen  were  instructed  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  the 
adjourned  annual  March  meeting,  to  extend  the  water  pipes 
from  Redington  Street  through  Rockland  to  Highland 
Streets,  and  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500)  was  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose. 
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Later  the  Town  voted  to  extend  mains  through  Beach 
Bluff  Avenue,  and  appropriated  Twenty-five  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($2,500)  for  this  extension. 

We  contracted  with  W.  C.  McClallan,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  to 
do  this  work,  the  total  cost  of  which  was  Thirty-six  Hundred 
and  Forty-eight  Dollars  and  Thirty-nine  Cents  ($3,648.39) 
including  fire  hydrants,  gates,  etc. 

CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  TOWN. 

The  suit  for  damages  of  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Foss,  of  Lynn,  for 
injuries  received  on  Atlantic  Avenue  during  the  summer, 
1886,  has  been  compromised  by  the  payment  of  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($100). 

While  we  were  confident  that  there  was  no  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  Town  for  the  injuries  received  by  the  plaintiff,  we 
preferred  this  method  of  settlement  to  the  long  and  expensive 
litigation  which  would  have  otherwise  ensued. 

We  have  also  paid  to  James  Hanley  the  sum  of  Seventy- 
five  Dollars  ($75)  in  settlement  for  the  damage  to  his  prop- 
erty by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  (in  1884)  in  taking  gravel 
from  his  land  adjoining  the  gravel-pit  leased  by  the  Town 
from  Mr.  Hanley. 

CONCRETE  SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBSTONES. 

Many  of  our  citizens  do  not,  we  feel,  fully  appreciate  the 
liberal  inducements  granted  by  the  Town  to  furnish  us  with 
good  sidewalks  by  paying  one-half  of  the  expense  of  furnish- 
ing and  setting  edgestones  and  laying  concrete.  We  hope 
to  see,  the  coming  year,  a  large  amount  of  this  work  done, 
and  would  recommend  that  our  successors  notify  the  real 
estate  owners  (by  circular  letter)  who  pass  the  summer 
months  with  us,  of  the  vote  passed  by  the  Town  in  these  de- 
partments, and  solicit  applications  for  doing  this  work. 

The  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall  has  been  curbed, 
and  concrete  walk  laid,  which  add  materially  to  the  appear- 
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ance  and  surroundings  of  the  building.  We  recommend  the 
usual  appropriation. 

STREET  LAMPS. 

Our  Street  Lighting  has  been  under  charge  of  the  Globe 
Gas  Light  Co.,  of  Boston,  and  we  have  contracted  with  them 
until  May  first  of  the  current  year  for  doing  this  work. 

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  this  department 
we  trust  will  be  granted. 

STREET  SIGNS  AND  GUIDE  BOARDS. 

We  have  caused  to  be  erected  sign  posts  and  signs,  which 
have  been  marked  with  names  of  Streets,  Avenues,  Courts, 
and  Private  Ways,  together  with  names  of  adjoining  cities  and 
towns,  and  arrows  indicating  direction  to  same.  This  public 
improvement  we  think  cannot  fail  to  be  appreciated  by  our 
residents. 

REMOVING  SAND  FROM  BEACHES. 

The  Selectmen  were  instructed  by  vote  of  the  Town,  to 
prosecute  all  parties  for  removing  sand  from  the  beaches. 

This  matter  was  given  to  our  counsel,  George  A.  Blaney, 
Esq,,  with  instructions  to  proceed  at  once,  and  the  Grand 
Jury  in  May  last  found  an  indictment  against  John  McDon- 
ough,  which  was  duly  returned,  and  he  thereupon  pleaded 
not  guilty,  an  agreement  was  made  that  no  sand  should  be 
removed  from  the  beach  by  the  parties  against  whom  this 
proceeding  was  brought,  or  by  William  Seger,  pending  the 
determination  of  this  question.  The  facts  of  the  matter  have 
been  substantially  agreed,  so  that  the  Supreme  Court  for  the 
Commonwealth  may  be  able  to  determine  the  scope  and 
meaning  of  the  Statute,  on  which  the  prosecution  was 
founded. 
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It  is  considered  that  the  determination  of  this  question  is 
of  more  importance  than  a  conviction  in  a  case  upon  facts 
which  would  leave  the  question  of  law  open. 

The  matter  cannot  reach  the  highest  court  before  Novem- 
ber. 

POLICE. 

This  department  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Seth  C, 
Kendrick,  as  Chief,  and  his  report  in  detail  may  be  found 
elsewhere.  During  the  summer,  we  were  petitioned  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  officers,  owing  to  several  acts  of  burg- 
lary having  been  committed  in  Town.  Messrs.  (W.  S.) 
Kendrick  and  Pitts,  special  officers  for  night  patrol,  were 
added  to  the  force — good  order  has  generally  prevailed 
throughout  the  Town  during  the  year. 

At  a  special  Town  meeting  held  September  27,  the  sum  of 
Three  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($350)  was  transferred 
from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  Curb- 
stones to  meet  the  additional  expense  for  special  officers. 

STONE  CRUSTIER 

By  vote  of  the  Town  the  Selectmen  were  instructed  to  hire 
a  stone  crusher,  and  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300)  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  purpose  of  experimenting  with  the  mate- 
rial produced  by  these  machines,  for  repairing  the  highways. 

Mr.  Edward  Adams,  of  North  Andover,  was  employed  to 
do  this  work,  but  owing  to  illness,  was  unable  to  furnish  the 
material  early  in  the  season,  when  it  was  needed  for  repair- 
ing the  roads,  and  a  small  portion  only  has  been  used. 

We  are  confident  for  repairing'  or  building  our  highways, 
this  material  cannot  be  excelled. 

CEMETERY  WELL. 

The  Town  voted  to  place  a  well  in  the  Cemetery  and  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery  and  Messrs.  Farwell  and 
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Widger  of  the  Selectmen,  located  the  proposed  well  near  the 
railroad  side  of  the  Cemetery  on  the  division  line  of  the  old 
and  new  portion. 

Mr.  Crosman  was  given  authority  to  contract  for  the  work, 
and  Messrs.  Beckett  and  Flint,  of  Lynn,  were  employed  to 
drive  a  well  for  the  sum  of  Sixty  Dollars  ($60)  and  guarantee 
a  supply  of  water.  Upon  completion  of  the  well  Messrs. 
Farwell  and  Crosman  approved  of  the  work  as  done,  and 
payment  was  made  for  same.  The  supply  of  water  proved 
to  be  only  temporary,  and  owners  of  lots  appealed  to  us  to 
furnish  a  supply  of  water  as  contemplated  by  the  petitioners. 

We  employed  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Myers  to  dig  a  well  near  the 
centre  of  the  new  portion,  and  used  the  unexpended  appro- 
priation in  part  payment.  The  balance  was  charged  to  the 
Selectmen's  department.  This  well  has  proved  to  be  ample 
for  all  demands  required  of  it. 

RAIL  FENCES. 

We  have  caused  to  be  erected  on  Burrill  and  Humphrey 
Streets,  rail  fences,  and  also  repaired  the  beach  railings. 

The  localities  protected  by  these  fences  were  particularly 
dangerous,  in  our  judgment,  and  liable  to  involve  the  Town  in 
claims  for  damages.  There  are  fences  that  should  be  built 
the  coming  year :  we  refer  to  Danvers  Street  on  the  railroad 
side  near  the  bridge,  and  also,  to  the  westerly  side  of  Pine 
Street  from  New  Ocean  Street  to  the  school-house,  and  some 
other  fences  on  the  outskirts  will  need  repairing. 

We  would  recommend  that  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500) 
be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

PETITION  OF  LYNX  AND  BOSTON  RAILROAD  CO. 

We  received  petitions  from  this  Company  for  the  location 
of  a  double  track  from  Monument  Square  to  their  stables 
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near  the  Lynn  line,  also,  permission  to  extend  their  track  from 
Essex  Street,  at  the  junction  of  Burrill  Street,  to  the  Salem 
line. 

We  notified  parties  in  interest  that  a  hearing  would  be  held. 

No  one  at  the  hearing  favored  or  opposed  the  first-named 
petition,  but  later  we  received  a  remonstrance  against  grant- 
ing this  petition,  and  we  notified  the  petitioners  granting  them 
leave  to  withdraw. 

The  last-named  petition  the  Selectmen  granted  permission 
to  the  Company  to  extend,  provided  operations  were  com- 
menced on  or  before  April  1st,  of  the  current  year. 

MAJORITY  REPORT. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  (Col.  Farwell)  declined 
to  write  or  aid  his  associates  in  preparing  a  report  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Town,  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  we  herewith 
present  this  as  a  majority  report,  and  trust  it  will  meet  with 
your  approval.

I  AM  aware  that  I  am  departing  from  the  usual  course 
pursued  in  this  Town  in  presenting  a  Minority  Report,  but 
circumstances  which  have  occurred  during  the  past  half  year 
justifies  me,  in  my  opinion,  in  this  departure.  I  have  been 
strengthened  in  this  opinion  by  repeated  requests  from  many 
of  my  friends  to  take  this  course  instead  of  resorting  to  the 
columns  of  the  newspaper  press. 

It  is  well  known  there  has  not  been  that  harmony  in  our 
Board  which  is  quite  necessary  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  manifold  duties  imposed  upon  a  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
a  town  like  Swampscott,  with  its  outlaying  districts.  This  in- 
harmoniousness  first  showed  itself  in  September  last  on  the 
occasion  of  issuing  the  Town  Warrant  of  that  month  for  a 
speeial  Town  meeting,  the  facts  of  which  are  as  follows  :  — 
Three  weeks  before  the  said  meeting,  I,  as  Chairman,  called 
attention  to  the  issuing  of  the  Warrant,  and  the  matter  was 
discussed.  I  was  asked  what  was  to  go  into  it,  and  I  replied, 
to  see  what  action  the  Town  would  take  in  regard  to  making 
a  contract  for  a  Water  Supply  for  the  Town  for  a  term  of 
years; — for  procuring  a  suitable  Gravel  Pit; — for  additional 
appropriations  for  several  departments,  and  to  see  what  ac- 
tion would  be  taken  as  to  obtaining  a  Stone  Crusher.  The 
subject  of  the  crusher  was  opposed  by  both  of  my  associates, 
and  they  were  unwilling  to  allow  it  to  come  before  the  voters 
for  their  action,  which  I  insisted  on  as  it  had  been  before 
them  for  a  long  time,  and  a  committee  had  reported  favor- 
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ably  on  crushed  rock  for  our  roads;  and  it  was  simply  for 
the  voters  to  decide  if  they  would  buy  a  machine  or  hire  one, 
or  reject  it  altogether.  Whatever  decision  the  Town  should 
make  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  me,  but  I  thought  it  should 
be  brought  before  the  voters  for  their  decision.  My  opinion 
is  that  the  Town  cannot  afford  to  do  without  a  stone  crusher, 
particularly,  as  we  have  an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of 
rock  on  the  ground  to  keep  it  running  for  years,  and  that 
supply  all  the  time  accumulating.  After  many  arguments  it 
was  mutually  agreed  to  leave  the  matter  open  until  the  next 
regular  meeting  on  the  following  Saturday  evening.  At  that 
next  meeting  after  the  routine  business  was  disposed  of,  I 
called  up  the  unfinished  Warrant,  and  was  coolly  told  it  was 
already  completed,  and  a  printed  copy  handed  me  with  my 
name  printed  on  it  as  endorsing  it,  when  I  had  never  signed 
nor  ever  seen  the  original  copy.  We  had  much  argument  on 
the  subject  and  it  was  finally  agreed  we  would  have  one  more 
conference  on  it  the  next  Wednesday  evening.  On  our  as- 
sembling as  per  agreement  I  found  but  Mr.  Widger  present, 
who,  on  my  taking  my  seat  handed  me  the  printed  Warrants 
ready  for  posting  with  my  name  printed  in  the  usual  place. 
To  say  that  I  was  greatly  surprised  at  this  second  violation  of 
right  and  courtesy  will  not  be  denied  by  a  discriminating  and 
fair  dealing  public.  On  calling  for  the  cause  of  this  singular 
proceeding,  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Widger,  that  as  he  and 
Mr.  Thomas  did  not  want  any  article  in  the  Warrant  about 
the  stone  crusher  they  concluded  to  issue  it  at  once,  presum- 
ably, not  caring  whether  I  approved  it  or  not.  On  asking 
what  this  meeting  was  called  for  if  not  to  complete  the  War- 
rant, (as  agreed  upon  on  the  previous  Saturday  evening),  I 
was  told,  it  was  "  to  sign  the  original  Warrant"  thus  prac- 
tically ignoring  my  having  any  agency  in  its  issuance.  I 
waited  in  my  seat  some  minutes  but  was  not  presented  the 
original  to  sign,  nor  have  I  ever  seen  it.  My  name  was 
printed  on  the  Warrants,  but  as  they  were  not  "  true  copies  " 
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Were  covered  over  with  white  paper  as  w  as  seen,  and  hence  I 
am  called  upon  for  this  explanation. 

CEMETERY  WELL. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100) 
was  appropriated  for  a  second  well  for  the  use  of  lot  owners 
for  sprinkling  or  other  purposes.  We  made  inquiries  and 
found  the  well  could  be  dug  and  stoned  up  for  the  appro- 
priation, but  to  put  in  a  pump  and  platform  would  exceed 
the  appropriation,  (which  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  the  Select- 
men were  prohibited  from  doing,)  consequently,  we  investi- 
gated the  driven  well  principle  and  found  one  could  be 
driven,  completed,  for  Sixty  Dollars  ($60).  This  we  decided 
to  do,  and  authorized  Mr.  John  H.  Crosman,  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Cemetery  to  contract  for  it.  The  next  question 
was  the  location.  A  call  was  made  for  a  conference  on  the 
subject,  at  the  Cemetery ;  on  assembling  for  this  purpose 
were  present  Mr.  Crosman,  (the  Superintendent,)  Mr. 
Widger  and  myself,  Mr.  Thomas  not  being  present.  On  our 
meeting  Mr.  Crosman  at  the  gate,  I  asked  him  if  he  had  a 
location  to  recommend,  and  he  took  us  to  a  spot  which  he 
considered  the  most  desirable  one.  After  mature  delibera- 
tion Mr.  Widger  and  myself  coincided  with  him  and  the  well 
was  then  and  there  located  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  all 
present,  and  as  I  supposed,  was  perfectly  satisfactory.  The 
well  was  driven  and  was  examined  by  Mr.  Crosman  and  my- 
self. With  the  exception  of  sand  which  was  brought  up  with 
the  water,  (a  fault  which  is  common  to  all  driven  wells  until 
a  cavity  is  formed  around  the  strainer,)  the  well  was  satisfac- 
tory and  accepted.  Mr.  Crosman  approved  the  bill  and  it 
was  paid.  Here  I  supposed  our  duties  ended  and  that  we 
had  saved  Forty  Dollars  ($40)  of  the  appropriation,  but  I 
was  quickly  undeceived,  for  I  soon  learned  my  associates  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  without  my  knowledge  or  consulta- 
tion with  me,  their  Chairman,  had  ordered  a  THIRD  WELL, 
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to  be  dug,  which  was  completed  and  paid  for,  every  order  on 
the  Treasurer  but  one  being  drawn  out  of  regular  business 
hours,  and  paid  before  my  arrival  at  the  Selectmen's  rooms. 
The  one  exception  I  declined  to  sign,  as  I  had  no  part  in 
contracting  for  it,  knew  nothing  about  it,  and  there  being  no 
appropriation  to  meet  it.  The  Auditor's  report  will  give  the 
details  which  I  have  not  at  hand  at  present  writing.  To  all  my 
inquiries  why  the  third  well  was  ordered  the  reply  came  from 
Mr.  Thomas  that  we  didn't  like  the  location  of  the  other  one. 
Now  as  the  location  was  made  by  the  unanimous  consent 
of  all  -present  you  can  perhaps  see  where  the  laugh  comes  in. 

Other  matters  might  be  touched  upon  wherein  town  af- 
fairs involving  expenditures  have  been  acted  upon  and  or- 
dered without  consultation  with  me,  or  brought  to  my 
knowledge,  until  the  bills  for  which  were  presented  for  pay- 
ment. I  find  no  fault  at  being  out-voted  where  I  have  a  fair 
chance  in  argument,  but  when  advantage  is  taken  to  pass 
upon  important  matters,  without  my  knowledge  during  my 
absence,  as  in  these  cases  when  I  cannot  be  heard,  then  I  think 
I  have  grounds  for  complaint,  and  my  constituents  have  a  right 
to  ask  why  such  things  should  be,  more  especially  as  I  am 
the  only  member  of  the  Board  who  has  been  present  in  Town 
for  the  last  two  years  any  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays, 
between  7  o'clock,  A.M.  and  7  o'clock,  P.M.,  thus  of  necessity 
throwing  the  burden  of  the  business  on  my  shoulders,  and 
the  responsibility  as  well. 

Much  criticism  has  been  exhausted  on  my  action  in  rela- 
tion to  the  conducting  of  the  dancing  parties  held  in  our 
Town  Hall  last  summer  and  this  winter,  nothing  of  which  do 
I  wish  to  conceal,  and  which  I  believe  is  generally  known  and 
understood,  I  wish  here  merely  to  say  that  my  motive  for 
such  action  has  been  solely  for  the  good  name  and  reputation 
of  our  Hall  and  Town. 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  owe  any  other  apology  to  the  voters  of 
Swampscott  for  this  trespass  upon  their  time  and  patience 
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than  the  presentation  of  these  facts.  In  my  three  years'  ser- 
vice of  the  Town  I  have  ever  had  her  interests  at  heart  and 
have  done  all  I  could  to  further  that  end — but  in  none  of  those 
duties  have  I  found  any  one  more  imperative,  than  in  pre- 
senting this  my  MINORITY  REPORT.  All  of  which  I  hope  will 
be  received  by  a  generous  constituency  in  the  same  forgiving 
spirit  in  which  it  is  written.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  ; 

The  School  Committee  herewith  submit  for  your 
information  and  consideration  the  annual  report  of  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  our  schools.  During  the  past  year,  we 
have  been  obliged  by  resignation,  sickness  and  incompe- 
tence, to  make  several  changes  in  teachers,  and  we  think 
that  our  schools  are  now  in  a  most  excellent  condition. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  room  in  the  grammar  schools  to 
accommodate  all  the  pupils  who  were  to  enter  them  in 
September,  we  were  obliged  to  provide  another  room,  and 
consequently  another  teacher.  The  room  was  made 
by  removing  partitions,  and  throwing  the  several  small 
rooms  and  entries  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  grammar  school 
building,  into  one  room,  and  building  a  small  ell  on  the 
south-west  side  for  a  coat  room.  The  new  school  is  called 
the  Third  Grammar,  and  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Chase  for- 
merly of  the  Beach  Intermediate.  At  the  same  time  Miss 
Norton  of  the  Beach  Primary  was  promoted  to  the  Pine 
St.  Intermediate,  and  consequently  we  were  obliged  to  ap- 
point two  new  teachers  for  the  Beach  Schools.  In  one  of 
these  appointments  we  were  unfortunate,  and  were  obliged 
to  make  a  new  appointment  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term. 
Miss  Washburn,  desiring  promotion,  was  appointed.  The 
Redington  St.  Primary  made  vacant  by  Miss  Washburn's 
promotion  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Joslin,  a 
teacher  of  long  experience,  and  the  school  is  thriving  un- 
der her  care. 
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Miss  Caswell  of  the  Farm  School  resigned  her  position 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  term,  and  the  committee  consider 
themselves  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Stan- 
lev  to  till  the  vacancy.  All  the  other  schools  where  there 
have  been  no  changes  of  teachers  are  progressing  and 
doing  most  excellent  work. 

VISITING  SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  in  looking  over  the  lists  of  visitors  in 
the  school  registers,  find  very  few  names  of  parents.  Now 
we  wish  to  urge  upon  parents  the  importance  of  their  visit- 
ing the  schools  and  conferring  with  teachers  and  committee. 
If  the  parents  would  do  this,  it  would  often  save  the  commit- 
tee much  trouble,  and  be  of  vast  benefit  to  the  schools;  it 
would  also  encourage  the  teachers  and,  if  the  parents  would 
report  their  observations  to  the  committee,  it  would 
assist  them  to  rectify  any  faults.  Most  of  the  parents  who 
have  visited  the  committee  during  the  past  year,  have 
had  some  complaint  to  make,  and,  nearly  all  of  them  based 
their  complaint  upon  what  they  have  heard  their  own  or  other 
children  say.  Now  how  much  better  it  would  have  been 
if  those  complaints  had  been  made  from  personal  observa- 
tion, we  will  leave  with  you  to  decide. 

HEATING   AND  VENTILATION. 

The  facilities  for  heating  and  ventilating  in  some  of  our 
school-rooms  are  very  bad  indeed,  and  in  a  number  of 
instances  schools  have  had  to  be  dismissed  on  account  of  the 
low  temperature  of  the  rooms.  We  would  recommend  that 
a  competent  committee  be  appointed  to  see  what  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  for  a  better  system  of  heating  and 
ventilation  in  the  Beach,  and  Pine  St.  School  Buildings. 
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TRUANCY. 

This  department  has  been  well  looked  after  by  the  police, 
who  report  that  they  have  investigated  twelve  cases,  and 
have  seen  that  all  the  children  thus  looked  after,  have  been 
returned  to  school. 

CONCRETE  WALKS. 

Concrete  walks  have  been  laid  in  the  yards  of  the  Red- 
ington  St.,  Pine  St.  and  Essex  St.  Schools.  We  con- 
sider it  a  good  investment,  as  it  insures  a  dry  walk  from 
the  street  to  the  buildings,  where  it  often  used  to  be  wet 
and  muddy,  and  saves  the  tracking  of  much  mud  and  dirt 
into  the  school-rooms. 

THE   NEW  BOILER. 

We  consider  the  new  boiler  in  the  Grammar  School 
Building  a  good  investment,  in  more  wavs  than  one.  Be- 
sides being  capable  of  furnishing  all  the  heat  that  is  re- 
quired, and  its  absolute  safety  from  explosion,  it  consumed 
in  the  first  year  it  was  run  eleven  tons  less  coal  than  the 
old  one,  which  is  a  saving  of  about  ten  per  cent,  of  its 
cost. 

DISCIPLINE. 

School  discipline's  a  subject  which  has  ever  been  fraught 
with  much  difficult}-,  and  many  changes  have  been  made 
in  our  school  laws  to  obtain  the  desired  results,  viz  : — good 
order  with  the  least  possible  amount  of  friction. 

Corporal  punishment  is  being  largely  displaced  by  other 
means  of  correction  which,  as  a  rule,  are  fully  as  effectual 
in  their  results. 

The  one  thing  which  we  feel  is  needed  is  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  parents,  in  sustaining  the  highest  possible 
standard  of  honor  and  integrity  for  our  scholars  separately 
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and  collectively  ;  that  any  breach  of  deportment  at  school 
is  to  be  met  with  reproval  and  suitable  correction  at  home, 
rather  than  approval  and  shielding  from  reasonable  school 
regulations. 

Let  us  urge  upon  you.  parents,  the  fact  that  it  is  your 
duty  to  visit  the  schools  and  see  for  yourselves  what  is 
being  done.  Our  schools  cost  too  much,  and  our  children's 
time  is  worth  too  much  to  them,  to  be  left  to  any  one  less  in- 
terested than  parents  should  be.  Your  influence  would  be 
of  inestimable  value  as  a  help  in  the  discipline  of  the 
schools,  and  you  would  be  able  to  report  intelligently  to  your 
committee  any  matters  which  \tou  think  need  correction. 

ATTENDANCE. 

A  prompt  and  regular  attendance  at  school  is  of  the  first 
and  greatest  importance,  and  should  be  secured  by  even- 
means  within  the  control  of  school  officers  and  teachers, 
aided  by  the  sympathy  and  best  efforts  of  the  parents. 

Of  so  great  importance  is  it  felt  to  be,  that  in  some 
states,  very  stringent  laws  are  enacted  to  secure  the 
desired  results.  It  is  not  of  truancy  we  are  now  speaking 
but  of  absences  from  school  for  very  trivial  causes,  for 
which  the  parents  are  responsible.  That  the  average  at- 
tendance in  our  schools  is  very  fair  as  compared  with 
other  places,  we  accept,  but  that  absence  is  a  great  detri- 
ment to  the  schools  for  various  reasons  we  do  insist.  In 
each  school  the  greater  part  of  absences  is  confined  to  a  few 
scholars,  and  the  habit  of  being  absent  now  and  then  a  dac- 
has necessitated  the  result  of  losing  just  as  many  davs  of 
school  work  and,  consequently,  just  so  man}'  places  are 
left  to  be  bridged  over,  and  the  fort}-  scholars  who  were  in 
attendance  have  to  be  subjected  to  the  irksome  duty  of 
helping  patch  up  the  absentee's  day's  work,  or  all  pass  on. 
and  the  few  remain  in  ignorance  of  what  was  taught  that 
day,  which  no  scholar  can  afford  to  lose. 
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Many  parents  think  if  their  child  learns  the  lesson  assigned 
for  a  given  day  from  the  various  text  books,  that  no  more  is 
required  or  needed  ;  if  that  were  so,  a  day's  absence  would 
be  of  minor  consequence,  but  no  !  the  text  book  lesson  is  but 
a  mere  frame-work  for  the  teacher  to  build  upon  and  beautify, 
and  the  parents  who  allow  their  child  to  be  absent  from  school, 
accept  for  such  child  a  blotched  and.  patched,  rather  than  a 
finished  and  beautiful  structure,  which  every  child  in  after 
years  will  value  above  any  price. 

Rules  and  regulations  we  have  enough  of,  what  we  ask  is 
the  decided  co-operation  of  each  and  every  parent,  to  see  that 
their  child  is  at  school,  and  there  on  time,  for  tardiness  is 
nearly  equal  to  real  absence  in  its  injurious  effects  on  the 
school,  it  is  very  annoying  to  the  teachers,  and  diverts  the 
minds  of  the  scholars  from  their  work,  as  each  tardy-one 
enters.  So  fully  is  this  realized  that  in  some  places 
tardy  pupils  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  school,  and 
we  sincerely  hope  that  we  shall  see  fewer  marks  of  absence 
and  tardiness  on  the  registers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

SUPERINTENDENCE  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Until  within  a  very  few  years  the  public  demands  upon  a 
School  Committee  were  seemingly  satisfied  if  the  members  kept 
the  school  buildings  in  repair — were  shrewd  enough  to  hire 
reasonably  good  teachers  for  small  salaries,  and  occasionally 
made  a  brief  call,  say  once  a  term  on  each  school.  Practi- 
cally, the  whole  responsibility  was  turned  over  upon  the 
teachers.  A  new  era,  however,  is  dawning.  The  law  requi- 
ringtowns  to  furnish  free,  all  text  books  and  school  supplies,  has 
done  much  to  bring  committees  and  schools  into  closer  rela- 
tions. The  committee  man  is  no  longer  a  mere  figure  head. 
There  is  in  the  care  of  school  property — the  purchasing  and 
distributing  of  supplies  and  general  ordering  of  material  in- 
terests, a  large  work  to  do.  But  there  remains  a  higher 
kind  of  service  to  be  performed,  such  as  the  mapping  out  of 
courses  of  study — the  choosing  of  the  best  among  various 
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systems  of  teaching,  and  the  imparting  of  that  stimulus  to 
better  work  which  a  competent  overseer  gives. 

This  superintendency  of  schools  has  come  to  be  a  calling 
or  profession  not  unlike  the  regency  of  a  university.  To  be 
qualified  for  it  requires  first,  certain  of  those  natural  abilities 
which  characterize  the  successful  general.  The  Superintend- 
ent must  be  able  not  only  to  direct  the  course  of  pupils  but 
of  teachers  as  well.  He  must  have  a  broad  education  and  an 
active  mind  keeping  abreast  of  the  rapidly  advancing  times. 
Such  men,  were  they  to  be  found  in  our  Town  would  not 
accept  the  office  and  salary  of  a  committee.  As  a  rule  those 
who  most  earnestly  seek  this  office  are  least  qualified  for  it. 
Already  most  of  the  larger  towns  and  cities  about  us  are  em- 
ploying Superintendents,  and  the  work  of  their  schools  is 
pronounced  by  our  State  Board  of  Education  to  be  more  sat- 
isfactory than  the  work  of  others  unaided  thus.  So  desirable 
is  it  considered  that  all  our  schools  be  under  competent  Su- 
perintendents, that  prominent  educators  are  suggesting  that 
the  State  give  aid  to  towns  which  would  otherwise  be  unable 
to  hire  them.  Our  ten  schools  would  not  require  the  whole 
time  of  a  Superintendent.  Quite  likely  arrangements  could 
be  made  with  some  neighboring  town  to  share  with  us  the 
benefit  and  cost  of  such  an  office. 

We  do  not  wish  to  have  the  present  prosperous  condition 
of  our  schools  under-rated.  We  believe  that  more  efficient 
work  is  being  done  now  than  ever  before.  The  committee 
desire  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  faithfulness  and  cheer- 
ful co-operation.  We  acknowledge  our  obligations  to  Mr.  E. 
P.  Barker,  who  has  materially  helped  to  systematize  our 
course  of  studies. 

In  conclusion,  we  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed with  instructions  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of 
some  neighboring  town  or  towns  as  to  the  feasibility  of  join- 
ing us  in  hiring  a  Superintendent  of  Schools.

Mr.  Morris  was  born  in  Turin,  New  York  ;  he  came  to 
Swampscott  when  quite  a  young  man,  and  has  since  resided  here  ; 
he  followed  the  business  of  painting  with  good  success  ;  he  served 
on  the  School  Committee  about  six  years,  and  was  very  much 
liked  by  the  teachers,  and  by  his  associates ;  he  was  always 
known  to  be  fair  and  impartial  in  all  matters  which  came  before 
the  Board  for  settlement.  He  had  had  a  throat  trouble  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  taking  a  severe  cold,  died,  being  confined 
to  the  house  only  one  week.  •

Report  of  Library  Trustees. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swamps co tt  : 

During  the  year  just  past  we  have  not  added  to  our 
collection  quite  as  many  new  books  as  in  some  former 
years,  as  we  found  so  many  of  the  old  ones  that  needed  re- 
placing. We  have  but  little  complaint  to  make  to  the 
manner  of  wear  our  books  have — generally  speaking,  they 
are  not  much  abused  by  the  borrowers. 

Our  completed  Catalogue  contains  4864  volumes  ;  in  ad- 
dition to  this,  we  have  250  volumes  of  reference,  besides  a 
large  collection  of  unbound  magazines,  pamphlets,  etc. 

The  edition  of  the  Catalogue  which  we  issued  in  the 
Spring  of  last  year  is  not  exhausted,  and  we  trust  every 
family  in  town  will  avail  themselves  oi  a  copy.  It  is  a 
commendable  work,  both  for  compilers  and  printer,  and 
may  be  obtained  of  the  Librarian  for  twenty-rive  cents  per 
copy,  which  is  hardly  one-quarter  the  cost. 

With  the  exception  of  the  annual  recess  for  review  of 
books,  the  Library  has  been  open  to  the  public  every  Wed- 
nesday and  Saturday. 

The  Librarian's  record  shows  the  circulation  to  have 
been  16,705  volumes  for  the  past  year,  the  receipts  for 
fines  and  sale  of  Catalogues.  $42.35. 

We  are  gratified  to  find  the  patronage  our  Library  has 
among  the  young  people  ;  it  is  our  aim  to  keep  them  sup- 
plied with  instructive  as  well  as  entertaining  reading  mat- 
ter, as  well  as  the  elder  patrons,  to  whom  we  extend,  as 
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we  have  many  times  before,  the  maxim  of  all  thrifty  enter- 
prises, "  If  you  do  not  see  what  you  want,  ask  for  it,"  and 
if  we  can,  conscientiously  obtain  it,  we  most  assuredly 
will.

Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  doings  for  the  past  vear. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  and  investigated 
fifty-seven  complaints  of  nuisances,  and  have  had  official 
notice  of  twelve  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  consisting 
of  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  three  of  diptheria  and  three 
of  typhoid,  none  of  which  have  proved  fatal. 

The  vote  of  the  Town  instructing  the  Board  to  contract 
with  the  lowest  bidder  for  the  collecting  of  swill,  was  car- 
ried out  to  the  extent  of  the  appropriation,  but  we  feel  that 
better  satisfaction  would  have  been  given  if  the  work  could 
have  been  continued  through  the  year. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  that  no  public  dump 
exists  in  the  Town,  and  the  beaches  and  corner  lots  have 
often  been  used  for  that  purpose,  thereby  causing  nuisances 
which  the  Board  have  had  to  abate. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  from  contagious  diseases,  and 
this  fact  may  be  attributed  in  large  part  to  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  families  where  such  diseases  have  appeared, 
in  conducting  sanitary  measures  and  preventing  their 
spread.

Fire  in  Mr.  Cullen's  blacksmith  shop — damage 
slight.  Hose  at  Washburn's  stable  did  good  service  at  the 
fire  a  very  long  time  before  the  horses  came. 

The  three  engineers  have  tap-bells  in  their  houses,  which 
are  a  great  benefit  to  them.  In  case  the  wire  gets  out  of 
order  the  tap-bells  ring.  It  also  gives  the  Box  from  which 
the  alarm  is  rung  in.  At  the  Cullen  Fire,  Box  6  was  cut 
out  by  pulling  in  the  alarm  ;  only  three  blows  of  the  town 
bell  were  heard,  but  the  tap-bells  gave  the  alarm  of  six, 
so  your  engineer  rang  in  the  alarm  from  the  Town  Hall. 

Your  Board  of  Engineers  would  recommend  a  sufficient 
amount  of  appropriation  to  run  a  Fire  Department.

Report  of  Committee  on  Drink- 
ing Fountain. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  adjourned  Annual 
Town  Meeting  held  March  21,  1887,  to  erect  a  Drinking 
Fountain  for  "  man  and  beast,"  at  the  junction  of  Hum- 
phrey and  Orient  Streets,  have  attended  to  their  duty  and 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report : — 

We  have  caused  to  be  erected  near  the  Town  Scales,  at 
the  junction  of  the  above-mentioned  streets,  a  Drinking 
Fountain  at  a  total  cost  of  One  Hundred  Twenty-three 
Dollars  and  Fifty-four  Cents,  ($123.54);  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  cost  of  the  same  may  be  found  in  the  Auditors' 
Report. 

The  Marblehead  Water  Company  contracted  to  furnish 
water  and  provide  for  the  care  of  the  fountain  for  Twenty- 
five  Dollars  ($25)  a  year,  agreeable  to  their  proposition 
submitted  to  the  town. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  fountain 
meets  a  long  felt  want  in  this  section  of  the  town,  furnish- 
ing as  it  does,  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  water  at  all  sea- 
sons of  the  year,  which  could  not  be  furnished  by  the  Pump 
(removed  by  us  by  vote  of  the  town),  owing  to  its  being 
out  of  repair  a  greater  portion  of  the  time,  and  of  necessity 
a  source  of  considerable  expense. 

Our  citizens,  we  feel,  cannot  fail  to  appreciate  this  one 
of  our  many  public  improvements  made  in  the  past  few 
years. 
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We  would  recommend  that  a  fountain  similar  to  the  one 
already  erected  be  placed  at  the  junction  of  Railroad  Ave- 
nue and  Burrill  Street,  and  that  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-five  Dollars  ($175)  be  appropriated  for  this- 
purpose. 

Our  recommendation  we  hope  will  be  favorably  received 
and  the  appropriation  granted.

We  would  again  request  all  to  notify  the  Milk  Inspector 
whenever  they  have  cause  to  suspect  that  an  inferior 
quality  of  milk  is  being  put  on  the  market.

Report  of  Superintendent  of 
Cemetery. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

In  accordance  with  your  expectations  I  herewith 
present  a  brief  statement  of  my  action  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Cemetery  during  the  larger  portion  of  the  past  year. 

The  first  matter  claiming  my  attention,  was  the  condition 
of  the  plot  or  plots  of  ground  opposite  the  front  gate,  in- 
tended originally,  no  doubt,  for  shrubs  and  flowering 
plants.  These  were  greatly  improved  by  the  removal  ot 
two  large  stumps  and  the  setting  of  plants  at  an  expense  of 
about  Twenty  Dollars. 

The  avenues  were  greatly  improved  by  the  removal  of 
several  cart  loads  of  stones  that  were  protruding  above  the 
surface  more  or  less,  and  subsequently  put  in  good  order 
by  the  use  of  fifty-six  loads  of  gravel,  costing  $74.95. 

Some  fifteen  or  twenty  loads  of  course  material  left  by 
parties  who  dug  the  well,  were  used  to  advantage  in  raising 
a  portion  of  the  avenue  near  the  railroad. 

By  direction  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
a  driven  well  was  located  in  the  new  portion  of  the  grounds 
at  a  cost  of  $60. 

The  front  wrall  on  the  street  was  put  in  thorough  repair 
by  Mr.  Kennedy,  costing  $53.82. 

The  wall  forming  the  boundary  between  the  cemetery 
and  the  land  owned,  as  I  am  told,  by  the  late  Mr.  Silver, 
of  Salem,  needed  attention,  but  it  did  not  seem  to  me  ad- 
visable to  spend  Forty  or  Fifty  Dollars  upon  a  portion  of  it, 
while  the  other  part  needed  rebuilding,  in  order  to  protect 
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the  grounds  from  intrusion.  The  latter  portion  was  rendered 
serviceable  for  the  present  by  the  use  of  posts  and  rails. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  Town  the  importance  of  purchas- 
ing the  lot  lving  between  the  cemetery  and  the  railroad,  as 
it  will  be  soon  needed,  and  then  the  wall  referred  to  could 
be  wholly  removed  and  the  cemetery  therein*  be  greatly 
improved. 

The  number  of  lots  sold  during  the  year  was  eighteen, 
at  $25  each.  The  number  of  interments,  25.  Number 
of  bodies  in  the  receiving  tomb,  5. 

I  think  as  a  rule,  the  condition  of  a  cemetery  or  burial 
place  of  the  dead  in  any  city  or  town,  furnishes  a  pretty 
sure  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of  the  culture  and  moral 
standing  of  the  community  ;  and  while  ours  in  most  re- 
spects is  creditable  to  the  Town,  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  there  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  to 
make  it  still  more  attractive.  I  would  therefore  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  of  $100  be  made,  to  be  expended  on 
trees,  shrubs  and  plants  the  coming  season. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  our  cemetery 
in  some  instances,  has  been  rendered  unsightly  by  the  ir- 
regular manner  of  grading  lots.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
Superintendent  should  receive  special  instructions  from  the 
Town,  or  Board  of  Selectmen,  touching  this  matter  :  and 
further,  that  the  Superintendent  ought  to  be  consulted 
with  reference  to  all  work  being  done  there,  and 
that  he  ought  to  have  some  authority  respecting 
lots  that  are  wholly  neglected  by  the  owners.  Such  lots 
are  not  only  discreditable  to  the  parties  owning  them,  but 
they  are  a  constant  source  of  annoyance  to  those  who  have 
lots  in  the  vicinity.  Beside,  they  neutralize  to  some  ex- 
tent all  efforts  to  keep  the  grounds  in  good  condition. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $200  for  general 
expenses  the  coming  year.

Report  of  Committee  on 
Electric  Light. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Town,  at 
an  adjourned  meeting  held  in  1887,  your  committee  on 
Electric  Light,  having  attended  to  their  duty,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report  : 

After  a  careful  and  impartial  investigation  of  several  of 
the  various  systems  of  this  mode  of  lighting,  we  recommend 
the  Thomson-Houston  as  being  in  our  judgment  superior 
to  all  others. 

The  steadiness  of  the  arc  light  compared  with  those 
manufactured  by  other  companies,  is  attested  by  city  and 
town  officials  throughout  the  country.  Many  of  these  tes- 
timonials are  in  our  possession. 

Concerning  the  extension  of  this  light  in  Swampscott, 
your  committee  are  of  an  opinion  that  the  Town  is  favor- 
ably situated  naturally,  and  geographically,  to  Lynn,  to 
avail  ourselves  of  the  light  at  a  reasonable  expense.  For 
example,  our  sister  town,  Nahant,  would  require  as  many 
lights  for  her  long  beach  road,  as  we  would  find  it  neces- 
sary to  utilize  from  the  Soldiers'  Monument  to  the  Ocean 
House. 

Your  committee  find  that  in  their  opinion,  twelve  arc 
lights  would  be  sufficient  to  light  from  the  Eastern  Railroad 
Station  through  Burrill,  Humphrey  and  Orient  Streets  to  a 
terminus  at  the  Ocean  House. 
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We  have  received  a  proposal  from  the  Lynn  Electric 
Light  Company  to  provide  these  lights,  and  after  due  con- 
sideration, your  committee  recommend  that  they  be  located 
and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  their  maintenance.

hundred  and  seventy-four  (1874),  *n  relation  to  sidewalks, 
agreeable  to  the  petition  of  Samuel  F.  Crosman  and  others. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  cause  to  be  graded  and  constructed  or  completed 
a  continuous  line  of  sidewalk  upon  the  easterly  side  of 
Burrill  and  Humphrey  Streets,  in  said  town,  from  the 
Eastern  Railroad  to  the  junction  of  said  Humphrey  and 
Orient  Streets,  and  complete  the  line  of  edgestones  and  lay 
in  concrete  said  walk,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of  Samuel 
F.  Crosman  and  others. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  widen  and  raise  the 
culvert  on  Burrill  Street,  near  New  Ocean  Street,  and 
make  appropriation  for  the  same,  agreeable  to  the  petition 
of  Joseph  Stanley  and  others. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  ($50),  for  repairing  and  improving  the  Sol- 
diers' Monument  Grounds,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of 
John  Washburn  and  others. 

Art.  29.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  re- 
lation to  necessary  repairs  on  the  Pine  Street  Schoolhouse, 
agreeable  to  the  petition  of  John  Chapman  and  others. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  ($50),  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  James 
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L.  Bates,  Post  No.  118,  G.  A.  R.,  towards  defraying  the 
expense  of  Memorial  Day,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of 
William  G.  Earp  and  others. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  provide  two  Police 
Officers  for  night  patrol,  who  shall  be  on  duty  until  day- 
light, and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  agreeable  to 
the  petition  of  William  G.  Earp  and  others. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Depot,  Post- 
office,  and  three  other  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  the 
Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said 
Meeting.
